Dor- 
lux all thene years the hlgh-itpirited 
young Republican has bt*n inuuurtd 
in jail, often under the very shndow uf 
Ihe uuose, until the whole country, Ir- 
respective of politics, hub coaio to feel 
deep sympathy fur him." The prison- 
er, the Ddiuocrat uiys, bus already 
Leeu deprived/of liberty as long a* In 
the case of thote who lake life under 
inltlgHtlug clrennumnccs, though tbe 
churgti tigahibt hmi is ihtii of auceshory.

he knows nothing of the murderer ur 
of any plot. Nur has any credible wit- 
ness evsr been produced agaiust him. 
The niauuer of bis several trials shows 
a conscious weakness ou the part of tbe 
prosecution. In every case the juries 
have contained a majority of Otoebel 
Democrats, and In oi>« instance wat 
corupowd of eleven Uotbel Democrats 
aud one alleged Republican, who kept 
Ooebel's portrait banging over 
the 


mantel of his room. Puw*r« truly ssya 
tbat "th* murder of tioebul has been 
lo«t sight of to a great extent In the 
mad desire of hi* friends to hang some 
DU«. 
Tb* quarrel ban come lo be a 


purely political one. Many of tbe 
people who have be«n bounding ms 
have foruotttu tbe clrcumstaucee con- 
nected with tbe killing."

Drowned Like Rats In a Trap When 


They Went Dragged Down Into St 


Lawrence 
River Amid Tangle o 


Twisted Iron and Steel

bridge collapsed late ytsU-rday afu-r 
tcnjii and now the vast mass of stee.

The bridge was afjont a milt and 


[inlf lu length, and hall' of it. from tht 
south short* to midstream, criiiuplei 
up aud dropped into the water. Nil 
jui-n were at work on this st-rtion of tin 
/tructurt' anil the wbislli' 
had just 


blown for the men to kave olT wort 
fu- tht' liny when there ninii- a urindiui. 
sound from Ihe bridge nt 
miilstrf 


The men turned to see what had bap 
jjeiiHl and an instant later I he cry wenl 
U|j "the bridge Is fell liny." 


The iiii-n made a rush shoreward, bui 


the distance was tou great for them lo 
escape. The fallen section of the bridg. 
dragged others after It. tht snapping 
girders and cables booming like a c-rasl 
of nrMlk'ry. 
Tenor li-nt lleetm'ss to 


the feot of the frightened workmen as 
they S[K'd shoreward, but only n few of 
them readied safety before the last 
piece of ironwork on the south shore 
was dragged Into the river. Near the 
»iliore the wreckage of the bridge did 
not go below the surface of the water 
«ml /eight workmt-ii 
who 
remained 


•ibovo water were resc-ned and 'taken 
to a hospital. 


The steumer 
IJIenmont 
had just 


cleared the bridge when the.first section 
fell. 
The w.itur iliruwu up by tin- 


bris came clear ovur the bridge of the 
steamer. The i-riplain al once lowered 
bouts. The small lioals piled backward 
aud forward over the sunken wreck- 
age for half an hour, but. there was tin 
»ign of life. 


The twisted Iron anil steel had Its 


Tictlms lu a terrible death grip. A few 
floating timbers and the broken strands 
of the bridge toward the north shore 
were Ihe only signs that anything un- 
usual had happened. There was not a 
ripple on the surface of the river. 


The southern extension of the bridge 


-which collapsed wns rapidly nearlug 
the zenith of the immense steel arch 
which was to span the river, l-'or COO 
feet from the shore the innssive steel 
structure reared nn arch with no sup- 
ports save the piers from the shore and 
one pier In the. river about 100 feet 
from the shore, while the outward ex- 
tremity wns 180 feet above the water. 


The end of the half arch bent down a 


trifle and a moment later th.e whole 
enormous fabric began lo give way, 
slowly at first then with a 
terrific 


crash which WHS plainly heard In Que- 
bec and which shook the whole coun- 
tryside so that tbe inhabitants rushed 
out of their houses thinking that nn 
-earthquake hart occurred. 


Of the 92 men working on the bridge, 


eight have so far been recovered alive. 
Of the other 84, l(i have been tnken 
from the water dead, and Jt Is feared 
that all the others, or:mo»t of them, 
h»T« either been drowned o'r'cTuihed by 
the fulling girders. • 
-' --x'.- 


The horror ,i)t ftie situation was In- 


creased by the fact that there were a 
number of wounUed men pinned In the 
wreckage near toe shore. Their groans 
•nd shrieks could be plainly beard by 
th* anxlotig crowd* who were waiting 
tt the water's edge, but nothing could 
be done to rescue them or relieve their 
inOrlniri. There were no searchlights 
available and by the feeble light of lan- 
t«nu It was impossible to even locale 
•om* of the sufferers. 


Nothing Is known of the cause of the 


dlwcter. There was nothing of an un- 
toward nature reported that could give 
tilt slightest Indication during the past 
f»w days that the huge structure was 
In a dangerous condition.

"Three years ugo Congress was asked 


to confer upon an executive depart- 
ment Hie power to lix railroad rates as 
aiemedyfur railroad discrimination. 
At thai lime theie reposed upon Ihe 
stalute uookb tlie very acl againat re- 
bates aud 4iscriuiluHtiou under which 
Ihlb thluy million dollar line has been 
irnpwed, a statute so sweeping that It 
uot merely prohibits beyond question 
Ihe giviug or Ihe acceptance ol a dis- 
criminatory ratei hut which, Ihe law 
ofllcers of the Uoverument now con- 
tend, subjects a shipper tu a heavy pen- 
ally even wheie he accepts a rale Iu 
absolute good faith, and with uo rea- 
son to believe he is getting an Illegal 
rate The question suggests itself; why 
were uul old laws enforced rattier than 
new ones demanded? 


"The prucilce in the Government of 


employing the maximum amount of 
uoUe aud disturbance lo secure the 
minimum of good may be diverting, 
but h, is costly. 
It obliterated a great 


foreign trade in packed meats In order 
to get legislation, which every packer 
wanted. As to the1 Improvements in 
meal, Ihey are mainly seen Ju.ine re- 
moval ol the detects existing iu the 
Imaginations of some sociologists and 
ill the consequent silence of those geu- 
tlemeu. 
Aud theu, too, we have with 


us the noble army of well paid Federal 
Inspectors. 


"This procedure has been followed In 


securiug Ihe railroad legislation. I do 
uot now refer to the Elkius statute 
which Is doiug the business today, for 
thai was quietly enough put through 
without- any ilourish of trumpets by 
those arch-enemies of the people, tjeua- 
tors Forakerund Klklns, by Mr. ICuox, 
who is nuvv suspecled-of beiug no better 
than he ought lo bo, and by Mr. Llltle- 
fleld, who banged the blessed rale bill. 
But I refer to Ihis very rale bill. 1 be- 
lieve that the populUttlc agitation then 
started, far more lhau the legislation 
which resulted from it, has, financially 
aud industrially, done serious injury 
lo the couulry. It has goue over the 
country with the speed of a pralris lire 
aud pwept through the capitol of every 
Slate. Railroad building has beeu ef- 
fectively stopped. If a similar public 
sentiment nad been aroused sixty years 
ago many of our great cumuiuuweallhs 
would today be unsettled areas, mill 
under tbe domain of the hufl'ulo and 
the wolf. The widely diffused invest- 
ments in railroads, which three years 
ago were regarded as fair and liene- 
iiceut » form of property aa any In ex- 
istence and which produced H much 
smaller return lhau Ibe more selfish 
forms of property, have, under ihe re- 
sulting condition of public opinion and 
of hostile legislation, beeomugreatly de- 
pressed In value. 


"Prophets of disaster were not waul- 


ing iwo years ago, of whom I confess I 
was. oue, who predicted some of tlie 
evil reeulls that ure now beginning to 
appear. Aud I fear the end is tiol yet. 
We «re pretty near the edge of a terious 
financial setback. Economically an 
Industrial crisis at this time would be 
senseless and wanton, hul we should al- 
ready nave had one if our prosperity 
had not beeu well-nigh invulnerable. 
There is a Jlkehood, too, lhat ihe step 
that has been taReu will some day lead 
to the ownership of railroads by the 
Government, on tlie principle that be 
who flies the price of a commodity 
will ultimately own it. 


"'I'he effect of the rale bill will be tu 


augment the Executive power beyond 
all rational limits. Thin town holds 
within Its bosom all that is rnurlil of 
oue who was Ihe greatest orator and 
probably tbe greaiesl statemau Amer- 
ica has produced, No oue who reads 
Webster's contribution! lo the political 
literature of the country will ever favor 
a'pe'raoualu against a constitutional 
regime. Hear what he says upon this 
very point of Kx««utive power: Tbe 
contest uf the ages has beeu to rescue 
Iiberly from Ihe grasp of Executivs 
power. Ou tbe lung Ital of champions 
of humaul freedom there Is not oae 
name dimmed by Ihe reproach of ad- 
vocating ihe extension of Executive 
authority.' 


Tlie tendency of the times appears to 


be first to centralize all power at Wash- 
ington aud then lo have i'tall exercised 
hyoiibinau. Bull say let Ihe people 
keep, to be exercised under their very 
eyes, all the Governmental powers uot 
necessary lo national unity aud safety 
aud let them adhere to representative 
Government. 
If you have Uoveru- 


uieut by representatives chosen wlih 
reasonable fidelity you will have Oov- 
ernmeut by the people. Tlie extremn 
views of oue representative hi ono di- 
rection will be otTVet by ihe extreme 
viewaof another Iu another direction 
aud the result will be a eafe and round- 
ed Government.
